who was suddenly recalled a short time ago, seems bent on justifying 
the President's summary treatment of her husband 
She has made 


public a private letter \\ ritten to her six years ago by the President, 
which she alleges was indited to be shown to the Vatican officials 
The letter itself contains no hint that it was written to be exhibited 
to Cardinal Rampolla, thai Papal Secretary of State, but if it were 
written with that purpose in view there is nothirg of a sensational 
character in it. The letter is merely a statement of the standing 
and position of Archbishop Ireland in the eyes of the American 
public. 
It merely emphasized the undeniable fact that the Ameri- 


can people approved of the Archbishop's attitude toward 
certain 


questions of domestic policy in which the Vatican was interested. 


Mrs. Storer's reason for making this letter public, so she says, 


was to vindicate herself and husband from the charge of abusing the 
President's private correspondence to assist in procuring a Cardinal's 
hat for a friend of hers. 
Her defense is weak, because it is of itself 


an abuse of private correspondence 
It is an abuse that is without 


point, because the letter, -uritten six years ago, is no disproof of the 
allegatior (made by certain newspapers, but not by Mr. Roosevelt) 
that she has been meddling -with chu oh politics and endeavoring to 
secure the elevation of a f-iend to the 
cardinalate.

TO COME DOWN 
SAYS TRUSTEES. 


BERKELEY, April 14.—Six of 
the 


most prominent merchants of the col- 
lege town informed the Tovm Trus- 
tees last night, that It the -burned 
Wright 
building 
at 
Shattuck and 


Center street was condemned, they 
would be put out of business, and al- 
most ruined, inasmuch as their leases 
on stores In the building would 
be 


voided, and new leases would 
mean 


a tremendously increased cost to the 
men. 


Despite the pleadings of the mer- 


chants ar.d their attorneys, the Trus- 
tees unanimously voted to condemn 
tho building, making It necessary by 
this action, for Mrs. A. Wright, owner 
of the structure, to tear down 
the 


portion 
of the building which still 


stands, and to erect on the site a 
building conforming to the

It was this ideal disposition that helped Jim Smith win
